found, mixed u^j with stale news and 
wild predictions, the announcement in 
large typo: "lion. Mr. Mackenzie 
said to-day that five hundred tliou.sund 
dollars would be expanded this year 
on the Esquimalt-Isanaimo Railway." 
Now this Btatement is either true or it 
ia not. If true, there is certainly 
nothing in it of n natuie to call for big 
type, but the very reverse. Beyond 
all . question, the only railway con- 
stracUoix in British Columbia this year 
trill be on the line referred to; and 
Columbia may be cousidered fortunate 
if even that ia not delayed by some 
new hitch. If, then, the six aud a 
quarter millions, or oven tho two niil- 
liouB, have already melted down to 
"five hundred thousand dollars," u 
microscope may ere long be necessary 
in order to see the residuum. But 
what about the Mainland ? AVhy dues 
not the organ manufacture somethint; 
to buoy up its drooping spirits? The 
hypothetical graving dock expenditure

Constitutional Changes. 

It will be seen from the news in 
another column that tbe resolution of 
the, indefatigable Mills for a Commit- 
tee to consider the best mode of oon- 
■"tituting the Senate has been carried 
liy aTote of 77 to 74, — a narrow major- 
ity in a'tbin House. That it would 
•^timately come we never doubted; 
but we confess we were not altogether 
prepared, to see it this session. The 
member for Both well has long advocat- 
ed an Elective Senate, and has pressed 
the question to a division session after 
session, his minority gradually grow- 
ing until it has at last come to bo a 
majority. Without any deliuito infor- 
mation as to what particular moda of 
popularizing the Upper House may bo 
contemplated, it is scarcely worth 
while to enter into a discussion of that 
part of the eubjoct now. That the 
elective principle, iii some form or 
other, will be adopted seems undoubt- 
ed; but whether the election will ho by 
the Provincial Legislatures, as some 
advocate, or by tho people at lai-L;e, 
does not a])])ear so clour. Ssr ators 
may be elected for life, as was the caao 
in old Canada before Confederation, 
or for a decade; but in any event those 
now in the Senate will in no case ho 
interfered witli. Senators will only be 
elected to fill vaoencios as they occur. 
Without any very strong opinions on 
tho subject, we should prefer to see 
the Upper House popularised and 
quiclceued.

OOUIXIOX IiiNOS IN BBIT18H COIiUMUIV. 

Mr. Bunstor moved for copies of re- 
Boliitinns declaring the expediency of a 
survey of Dominion landu in British Co- 
lumbia and tho ostabliihmeut of au uf&ce 
at which reliable information may ba ob- 
tained by intending settlers. Many set- 
tlers arriving in Vancouver Island wore 
looking for land, but on going to tho 
Land Office they were told that tha laml 
was reserved for Dominion purposes, ow- 
ing to tbo contract entered into by Bri 
tish Columbia with tho Dominion of 
Canada. Tho hoii. luemher for South 
Brueo bad roftrred to British Columbia 
as an inhospitable colony in bis grout 
Aurora speech, and attacked the Pro- 
vince, and stated that the terms were ex- 
travagant, and the demands of tho peo- 
ple impossible of fn.llilment. He further 
stated that everything that could reas- 
onably be done was donoiiiordsr to thsir 
fnllUment. He (Mr. Buuoter) di<l not 
think tha hon. member could couaistont- 
ly say that, inasmuch as two years had 
elapsed and only an insignificant surrey 
had been attempted to be made. Even 
now the first siirveyor had not been 
across that portion of the road which tho 
Government proposed to make this year, 
namely, that from Victoria to Naunimo. 
rho hon. member fol South Bruce had 
further commented upon what ho was 
pleased to call the extraordinary expsii 
diture of many millions of money which 
the first cost would entail, 'the many 
mors neccossary to keep it in running 
order, and of tho iraiio-ssibility of com- 
mencing to build the railway in a coun- 
try which was a fea of uiouiitains until 
.Mirveys were made. Aocor ling to the 
tornia of union, there were 2;) miles of a 
belt upon each sido of tbe railway, but 
the Dominion Governmeot never stated 
where the railway was going tn ba built, 
and tho Provincial Government did uot, 
thereforo, know what land they -would 
require. He asked' for this 
land on behalf of the people of Brit 
isli Columbia, and on behalf of the whole 
Dominion. It was rich in agriouliurnl 
and coal rosourcos, and yet,Da was shown 
by the report of th» San Frauuiico Board 
of Trade, of the 531 ,017 tans of oonl re- 
quired at that pott.British Columbia only 
furnished U0,000. If these lands coold 
ba made availaole, we could supply tha 
whole that was wanted, K mcrehant t ame 
to tho coal region of British Columbia to 
buy auppliea, but found he could not get 
nearly as much as hu wanted, because an 
order from a Viotoria merchant had to be 
filled up. and there was not anoagh over. 
One hundred acre^j of that land had be»n 
sold for .S'io.OUO in cash, and there wers 
portions of it could lio aold for much 
mure, but they wcro locked up l>y tho 
Government. The people of British Co- 
lombia were not receiving that attention 
from the Government which they deserv- 
ed. He did not know who was to blame, 
but he wished to find out, so th.'st he 
might explain to his pooplo. Ho hoped 
the hon. member for South Bruce would 
do Columbia the honor ofiiayingila 
viiiit. and informing hiiu'iplf upon its cli- 
mato aad resource.-* by por.soiial observa- 
tion; and ho was sure bad the hon. luein- 
lier lived rs li<ug in tho Province as he 
(Mr. Bunstor), ho would ueror have said 
what ho did say. He therefore moTed tho 
resolution. 

Mr. DoCosmos said he thought the 
hon. gentleman who had introduced this 
motion was moving in tho rightdirsction. 
But the (luestion arose with , rosjiect to 
what was called tho r,ailway boll vA land 
in British Columbia, whether the Domin 
ion Government alpreaont was eatitled.to 
any land.theruat all orjnot. He thought, 
if ho remembered rightly, that under the 
railway clause of the Tonus of Uuicai 
British Columbia was bound to convey 
to tho Dominion of C.inada a belt of laud 
on b:jt!i .silica of tlin railway to nu equal 
extent, as in tho North V/est Territory. 
Tho original intention was that the rail- 
way should be built by a company and 
not by the Goveinaient. Now, unless 
some now arrangenuMU wern inado bo 
Iweeu the Province of Oritish (volumbia 
and tho Dominion, it seonied to him there 
was a difficulty in the way of tha Dor.iiu 
ion putting forward its claim to that land. 

Hon. Mr. Blake remarked with refer 
ence to the last assertion of the hon. 
member for Viotoria, that considering 
that tho psoplo of Canada are paying an 
annuity of one hundred thousainf dollars 
a year in perpetuity , equal to ten million 
dollars, for this railway belt, li« hoped 
the people of Canada would bo allowed to 
manage it themselves, and not remit the 
managiment to British Qolumbia. Among 
the oitleial dooaments brought down to 
tho House was a map of British Colum- 
bia, jiroparod by Mr. Trutch, then Com- 
miBsioner of Lands <fc Works and Survey- 
or (iciioral of that Province, and now 
Lieutenaul-Governor. ]I« would hold 
that map up to the House and ask them 
if tho country therein delinoutBd was not 
riyhtly dosoribed for the purposoB of 
r.Mlway construction as a noa 01 mouu- 
tains and inhos|)ital>l«, 

Mr. Bunstor said that ho had been cre- 
dibly informed that tho dilTiouity of 
buildiug a railway through British Col- 
ttiabi» bad beta gttatly axtsgflrAtsd. If 



tho Americana ' ooiild build the Uuioi, 
Pacific in three nnd a half years in tiinr 
of war, when the ultitudo to ba cros.-.ed 
was 8,00U ifc\, .",:ir<dy it could not be .said 
to be un extraordinarily diliienlt work to' 
build a r.iihvay through British Colum- 
bia, where tho altitude w.\s only 4,000 
feet. Ho bolioTed it could be built one 
fourth, ayo oiio-half, au cheap as the 
American roa.d. Ho went on to speak of 
the advantages of tbo Canadian Pacific 
Railway, nnd to cxproa.s a hope that tne 
Governmeo^ would put forward tho moat 
energetic ellorta in ndvunciiig tho work of 
its construction. 

Mr. Itosooo wished to ascertain what 
the statu of the negotiations wore botwten 
tho Doraiuion and tho British Columbia 
Govornnioat. With reference to tho map 
indicated by the hon. member for South 
Bruce.he had to say that it was drawn up 
on tho principle fi llowod in former days 
in prepariiiga in.ip of the interior of 
Africa; that is, when tlioy know nothing 
whatever of the place they put in a moun- 
tain. It was tnio they had mountains in 
British Columbia — mountains of gold, yf 
silver, of copper, and what was better, of 
ooal and iron; and also monntaina of 
timber, whore the treci grow MOO feet 
high, and were sir feet in diamoter. 

Hon. Mr. Maekeuzio said he preaumed 
the (djjeot of tlio hon. gentleman in mov- 
ing this niotioii \¥as -iimijly to bring this 
matter before the House, becDuaa h« 
could not of course expect such a motion 
to curry. The Dominion Government, so 
far, had no power in reference to thn 
lands. Tbo First Mioistar of the late 
Qorernment had endeavoured to obtaia 
an assignment of these lands to the Do- 
minion for tho purpose of taking somo 
Biich Hte|).'i as the lion, centleman now 
suggested, but tho Local Government had 
promptly replied tuat no such assignment 
could bo made till tbe railway was locat- 
ed, they not being bound to do so bv the 
Order in Council admiUing Columbia 
into tho Union. The railway was not 
located then, and at the present time the 
Govorameiit were not prepared by any 
minute of (Jouueil or other autlioritatiive 
document to say to tho Briiish Colum- 
bian Oovernnionl that any jiortion of the 
road wan located, and until they vera 
ablsto do that tho Columbia Government 
would unduubtedly adhere to their form- 
er resolution. The GoveriHiient intend- 
ed to make such proviciions aa would en- 
able thorn to proceed with a survey of 
these lands tho moinerit it was in tluir 
power to do KO, but tbev could not force 
the Loeal Governmi-nt in this mutter. and 
by tho 11th clause of the Order in Coun- 
cil they had tbe power to allow person.s 
to go upon tlu).i« lands by pre emptivo 
right, .su bject, of course, to such prices 
and regulations as may bo established hy 
the Dominion Govern nioiit, aa the ulti- 
mr.te proprietors, nothing more than this 
could bo dono at present, ai;d he hop"d 
the hon, gentleman would rest ."^ati.ifiod 
with the assuruneo be guvo him that the 
Government would lose no time, so soon 
as they had it 111 tlioir power, in taking 
such steps as would eirectnallr promote 
the Rettlemetit of tho country, so far aa 
these lands wcro concerned. Ths Colnm 
Lia Government hail l.irge qiianliticB of 
land now available for sotllfinent in 
places BO remote from any possible loca-
